Plays Havoo with Town and Country la 


Southwestern Minnesota. 


ST. PAIII,, June 28.—Meaffre reports 


from .southwestern Minnesota indicate 
that a terrible cyclone passed through 
that section last evening'. At Sleepy 
Eye four people were killed and at 
Windom two. Great damage was also 
done at Collegeville and Aberdeen, S.D.

Springer and Wool.

The wool raiser has probably hear 


that Mr. Springer assumed that placin 
sugar on the free list, in the McKinlc 
act, would only benefit the sugar trus 
and would not make sugar cheaper to th 
consumer, while in practice it was mac 
cheaper. They may also have hear 
that Mr. Springer, in 1866, refused 
pay an income tax, on the ground tha 
it was unconstitutional; and that he 
now votin;; for an income tax provisio 
in the new tariff bill. It may be thn 
they realixe that Mr. Springer is alway 
ready to explain, but that his explana 
tions do not stand in practice. We r( 
peat, the people of this district will ii 
quire into these things this fall.

declared the national congress opened. 
No time was lost in proceeding to a 
ballot 


The assembly consists of about 884 


members, of whom the senators num- 
ber 300. 


The total number of votes cast was 


851, of which ft were canceled because 
of irregularities, leaving Wi valid 
votes. Of these 451 were cast for M. 
Casimir-Perier, 19 for M. Brisson, 99 for 
M. Thipuy, ,"i9 foi Gen Fe verier, 27 for 
M. Arago and^lS spattering. 


Paris crowds, attracted by the extra- 


ordinary event of the day, began arriv- 
ing at Versailles at an early hour, but 
fhe chief actors in the scene which en- 
gaged the attention of the world—the 
senators and deputies comprising the 
national congiess—did not arrive un- 
til later. 


At 12'30 p. m special trains from the 


Mont Parnasse and St Lasaire stations 
reached Versailles and lauded the first 
groups, of statesmen 
ManT/ others had 


straggled in by means of oilier convey- 
ances and a number arrived later. 


At the railway station most of the 


president-makers boarded the three- 
cent omnibuses, whit h awaited the ar- 
rival of the trains, and were driven to 
the palace. 
On their way to the pa! tie? 


the senators and deputies encountered 
an overpowering odor, which pro- 
ceeded from the disinfectants used in 
the military hospital in thr Rue Gam- 
botta, and several of them declared 
that they would at once institute legis- 
lation designed to renaedj the evil, 
which 
many of them had never 


dreamed of. 


At the palace an immense crovidof 


peop had assembled, public and pri- 
vate < -tectives and all sorts of secret 
ppli<- ag- nts being plentifully sprin- 
kled a.nong them. 


At 1 o'clock every seat in the hall 


of the chamber of deputies in the pal- 
ace was filled and the galleries were 
packed, for the most part with pretty 
women whose bright faces and elegant 
costumes threw a gay color over the 
otherwise potnber scene. The hall it- 
self was badly lighted, and presented 
an extremely dull appearance and the 
senators and deputies assembled xvere 
very noisy. 


Just before the result of the vote 


was read MM. De Jean imd JVIichlia at- 
tempted to deposit in the ballot box a 
demand for a revision of the constitu- 
tion. 
The president, M. Cliallemel- 


Lacour, refused to prrmit the papers 
to be put into the box on the ground 
that the amendment would )ie uncon- 
stitutional. The business of the na- 
tional congress being finished, the 
president declared the body adjourned 
sine die. 


While the members were filing out 


of the chamber there were a few cries, 
here and there, of "Vivo social revolu- 
tion." 


The result was announced to the 


senators and deputies at 4:15 p. m. At 
3:45 everybody in the hail t,at patiently 
awaiting the counting of thp ballot 
and the announcement of the vote. 
The socialists finally became weaned 
and varied the monotony by shouting- 
"Vive revelation." 


The impatience of, tne members and 


spectators was becoming almost be- 
yond endurance when M. Challemel-
